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Invention: Ice-lets 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 



The back ground of my invention is simple. In the area that I live in (Huntington Beach, 
CA) none of the condo units have air conditioning. About two weeks in the year it gets very hot, 
so one day to cool off I put my feet in a bucket of ice water. To my surprise it kept my whole 
body cool. I thought to myself if a person could put ice and water into a big bracelet like tube, it 
would keep you cool on hot days if you were gardening, or have no air-conditioning, etc. 
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SPECIFICATION 



The tube is 7" - 25" in length and approximately 10" in diameter. It has a leak proof cap 
on both sides and a latch and hook to connect the tube around the wrist or ankle. To use, just 
open one of the caps and fill with ice or ice-water, close the cap and put around your wrist and 
ankle. The cooling system will keep your body temperature down on hot days. 

The tube comes in various different colors, red, blue, green, etc. and also clear.
